Preliminary Results 

New Student Tracking 

****** 

The new student tracking 
system that is being 
designed as a part of 
the institutional 
effectiveness efforts of 
the College has produced 
some preliminary 
information about student retention. 

These results are for students who 
enrolled in Shelton State for the 
first time during the 1990 Fall 
Quarter. 

The tracking system identifies what 
per cent of those Fall Quarter 
students were also enrolled in the 
subsequent 1990-91 Winter Quarter 
and what per cent of those Fall 
Quarter students were also enrolled 
in the following 1991 Spring 
Quarter.

The overall retention rate is quite 
low. Only 32.5 per cent of the 
students enrolled in the Fall 
Quarter were enrolled in the Winter 
Quarter. In the Spring Quarter, 
4 5.1 per cent of those enrolled in 
the Fall Quarter were enrolled in 
classes. 

One very interesting and important 
finding is that the number of 
students who re-enrolled varied 
considerably by course load. 

Those students who took six ()6 
hours or fewer demonstrated the 
lowest rate of retention. Only 24.5 
per cent returned in the Winter and 
in the Spring only 3 3.3 per cent of 
those enrolled in the Fall were 
still in school. 

At the other end of the spectrum, 
those students who took fifteen (15) 
hours or more showed the highest 
rate of retention. 47.4 per cent of 
those students returned in the 
Winter and 67.2 per cent of those 
enrolled in the Fall were in school 
in the Spring Quarter. 

Retention rates were also calculated 
for students who took 7-11 hours and 
for students who took twelve (12) 
hours or more. Of those Fall 
Quarter students who took 7-11 
hours, 42.8 per cent were enrolled 
in the Winter Quarter and 59.2 per 
cent in the Spring. Of those Fall 
Quarter students who took twelve 
(12) hours or more, 46.7 per cent 
were enrolled in the Winter and 67 
per cent in the Spring. 

The real break in the data, then, 
seems to be between those who took 
six (6) hours or fewer and those who 
took at least seven (7) hours. 

As was mentioned above, this is 
preliminary information. It, and 
the student tracking system as a 
whole, are far from complete. The

data produced thus far are revealing 
and do seem to provide answers to 
many important questions. On the 
other hand, as yet the information 
leaves about as many important 
questions unanswered. 

There is no doubt, however, that the 
tracking system — when completed — 
will be a vital tool in the efforts 
of this College to enhance its 
institutional effectiveness. 

We are indebted to Jim Purcell for 
his assiduous efforts to get the 
student tracking system in place and 
to make it work as we want it to.
